MEXICO CITY, Jan. 25.—Develop- 
ments in thé situation, both local and 
international, during the week have 
been indecisive, although indicatirg 


musticome.soon, THe general public 
unrest is evident through the large 
number of unfounded: rumors which 
are daily current in ‘the clubs and at 
public gatherings, ranging from the 
persistently denied report that. Gen. 
Huerta will resign to reports that he 
is dying. 

Business. conditions are stagnant, 
stores remaining open merely as a 
matter of form. Many merchants are 
facing critical conditions, without any 
probability of improvement. inthe im- 
mediate. future. 

Gen. Huerta continues to. whip an 
army into. shape for a campaign 
against the rebels, and seems un- 
daunted by the recent-reverse at  Ojin- 
aga. New forces are daily prepared 
for the field, armed with Japanese 
rifles and ammunition. 

The conditions in Northern Mexico 
are:generally interpreted here. as indi- 
cating a lack of confidence on the part” 
of the rebels, although an attack on 
Torreon is expected momentarily, 
while reports of fighting in the vicinity 
of Monterey and Saltillo are per- 
sistent. 

The situation in the Southern States 
‘became notably worse in the past 
week, partly due to the appearance. of 
Candido Aguilar on the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, where he is reported 
awaiting orders to start an active cam- 
paign, and also’ to the revolt of In- 
dians in the’ Puebla Mountains, under 
the leadership of Gen; Juan Franciseo 
Lucas, a former officer of < Porfirio 
Diaz. The Puebla ‘revolt was sup- 
pressed by . diplomatic *:means some 
time ago, the peace terms giving the 
Indians the right to name their own 
officials, and also providing. for the 
release of such of their number as 
had been impressed in the army. The 
leaders of the Indians now assert that 
the Government immediately forgot 
its promises. when hostilities ceased. 
They intend. to force the campaign. 
This revolt is considered the most se- 
rious that has taken ‘place in some 
time, since it involves the easy. possi- 

bility of isolating the capital from 


the appéarance-of rebels in-the vicin- 
ity. of Mexico City. 

There has never-been real fear here 
that the Zapatistas: would attack the 
capital, since they are considered 
marauders. who only attack small gar- 
risons and unprotected: towns. The 
Puebla* Indians, however; are a dif- 
ferent class, capable of pushing a 
campaign to the capital. 

The conferences of Magon and Lind 
at Vera Cruz aroused much comment 
in diplomatic and political circles. 
While no définite results were expect- 
ed, it was believed the conferences 
would tend: to give Washington a 
closer view of the situation, and also 
give a prominent _Mexican, politician 
an opportunity to. ascertain the real 
purposes of President Wilson. 

It is not expected that the arrival 
of Japanese officers and sailors here 
Will arouse public enthusiasm, but that 
such demonstration as takes place will 
be artificial.

HAGUE TREATY UNVIOLATED 


(Nor Is Act of Congress Necessary 
for internment—Their ‘Bellig- 
erency Beyond Question. 


The right of the Secretary of War, to 
keep..in close custody the Mexican 
refugee troops who crossed the Rio 
Grande River at Ojinaga to avoid cap- 
ture by Villa’s forces.has been upheld 
by the Federal. District Court for the 
Southern District of California. 

Several refugees sued out writs of 
habeas corpus, alleging that their in- 
ternment was a deprivation of liberty 
without. due process of law. They at- 
tacked the Administration’s contention 
that this internment was .justified by 
the obligations of the United States un- 
der The Hague Treaty of 1907 by as- 
serting that the so-called Constitu- 


tionalist. forces could not be called 


belligerents, and hence international 
law and The Hague Treaty did not ap- 
ply. ‘They also raised the issue that, 
even if the treaty did apply, it -could 
not be enforced. without sanctiowf of |. 
Congress. 

The Court held that the section of The 
Hague Treaty providing that “a neutral 
power which receives on its territory 
troops. belonging to. the ~ belligerent 
armies shall intern them, as far as 
possible, at a distance from the. seat 
of war ’” does not violate any provision 
of the Constitution of the _ United 


States, nor require legislation to make 
it effective,. and is’ therefore a. part 
of the law of the land which the Presi- 
dent. has full power to exécute.. It was 
laid down that the two parties engaged 
in civil war in Mexico were —— 
according to the law of — 

that the fact that the Stat 
had not given either e eticial —— 
tion did not affect its right and duty 
to execute the provisions of the treaty 
with respect to troops of either: party 
who jsought * asylum in its territory. 

The ‘Court drew a distinction between 
the proceedings in the case of Gen. 
Orozco, who came to the United States, 
not because he was pursued, but to 
violate neutrality laws by trying to 
procure arms, and the habeas. corpus 
proceedings of the refugees who crossed 
at Ojinaga to escape from pursuers. 

In fendering its decision the court 


said: 

‘‘ Petitioners are not charged with any 
offense against either municipal. or. in- 
ternational law; ‘indeed, The, Hague 
treaty impliedly ,2llows,_ where humane 
considerations require, a neutral power 
to giveirefuge on its own territory to 
alien belligerents, exacting, however, as 
a matter of common justice, that the 
neutral power shall take suitable * 
cautions to prevent the belligerents 
——— the neutral territory to yonew 
hostilities. 


Internment Just an Asylum. 


‘Petitioners’ assumption that. the 
treaty provisions are criminal. measures 
is at once the groundwork and the chief 
infirmity of their argument. Intern- 
ment is not a punishment for crime, but 
simply an appropriate means agreed 
upon for the temporary care of alien 
forces who seek asylum in neutral ter- 
ritory and is defined as follows:

‘The broad distinction between such 
teniporary confinement and im — 
ment as a punitive sanetion is well illus- 
trated in the case of Wong Wing against 
the United States (163 U: S. 228, 235)” 

The Court then: took up the question 
as to whether the treaty required an act 
of Congress to make it effective, and 
quoted with approval an opinion of 
Chief Justice arshall as. applying to. 
the present case: 

The President is the sole organ of the 
nation in its external relations, and its 
sole representative with foreign mation 
Of consequer.ce, the demand of a foreiga?

The means 
by which it is. to be performed, the force 
of the nation, are in the hands. of this 
person. Ought not this person to perform 
the object, although the particular mode 
of using the “means has not been pre- 
scribed? Congress unquestionably may 
prescribe the mode, and Congress may de- 
volve on others the whole execution. of 
the contract, but till this is done, it seems 
the duty of the Executive Department to 
execute the contract by the means it*

his place in the chronicles of the day. 
He has found a new grievance’ and 
is welcomied because he has increased 
the visible supply of the spice of life. 
Nobody has ever ‘complained of 
“ Dixie” before. The tune was sung 
ahd whistled in the North all through 
the civil war. Nearly all other largely 
popular tunes have grown wearisome. 
Even “Annie Laurie,” ‘The Old 
Folks at Home,” and “ The Last Rose 
of Summer” pall upon us. - But 


|“ Dixie” has been found by official 


investigators to be the best-liked tune 
in this country. It stirs all hearts. 
Wherefore, the man from Maine is 
an oddity unless, as is more than 
likely, he does not know one tune from 
another and has confused “ Dixie” 
with the contemporary “rag” in 
some of its developments, 

In any case, we can sympathize 
with his demand for a restaurant 
where there is no music, and since 
folks began, to dance between the 
courses of the table d’hote, there are 
very few such left in these parts. 
People who like to aid digestion with 
quiet conversation must dine at home 
these days. But of all the music we 
may hear in the popular eating. places,. 
“ Dixie” is generally accounted the 
least objectionable.

GOV. GLYNN TO FARMERS.

We have id desire-to: ‘igriore the claim | 
of individual enterprise. Tt should 
never be checked and, so far as may 
be, it should be fostered. But, on the 
one hand, individual enterprise gen- 
erally works its way up to the bank 
counter, whatever the-conditions, and, 
on the other hand, it can be aided and 
stimulated through co-opération. We 
think that Gov.

A SECOND TERM. 

The. discussion of Mr. Wutson’s 
views as to a renomination for the 
Presidency is obviously an amusement 
likely to be more attractive to his po- 
litical opponents than to his: support- 
ers, or even to independents who are 
watching his career with.an impartial 
eye. The New York Tribune declares 
that it is in a “ position to announce 
on the highest authority” the Presi- 
dent’s “interpretation of the plank” 
relating to a single term; and here 
it is: 

President Wriison and his close ad- 
yisers take the ground that he is com- 
mitted to the principle of procuring 
an amendment to the. Constitution 
which shall limit all Presidents to a 
single term of such duration as may 
be determined in the future, but they 
are confident such an amendment can- 
not be. accomplished before 1916, and 
that until such a constitutional limita- 
tion is imposed.on all Chief Execu- 
tives of the nation there is no obstacle 
to Mr. Wiison seeking and accepting 
a second term. 

The amendment “urged” «by the 
platform of the Democratic Party * 
which the’ candidate was “ pledg 

“ dannot be accomplished before 1916 ” 
if no effort is made by the-President 
and his party to bring it about. But 
if Mr. WiLson earnestly desires it and 
will give to it the kind and amount 
of support he has given to other 
measures, we venture to point out that 
the task is in nowise impossible. The 
simplest way to change the Constitu- 
tion is for Congress to propose an 
amendment by.a two-thirds vote to 
the ‘States, and when three-fourths of 
the States ratify it it becomes a part 
of the Constitution. That is a process 
which, if entered on in good faith and 
with the energy and skill he has al- 
ready shown, need not be regarded 
by Mr. WILson as hopeless. Of course,

THE OUNCE OF PREVENTION. 
The aim of Fire Commissioner 
ADaMson in detailing uniformed fire- 
men to inspect all buildings except 
residences is obviously a sound one. 
No\one will dispute that.' The means 
to secure that aim seem extremely 
practical. The uniformed ‘Inspectors 
will have an authority and a responsi- 
bility. not. easily. got in others. They 
will have detailed knowledge not only 
of the. requirements of the law but of 
their exact value. They will have the 
strongest possible motive for exacting 
full compliance with the law, for.such 
compliance .will. save them and their 
comrades much ‘toil and much risk to 
limb and life. And by their. secure 
tenure and the discipline to which 
they are accustomed they will be more 
secure from temptation to laxity. 

As the Commissioner points out, this 
service by members of the uniformed 
force, s6 far from. interfering with 
their duties, will tend to aid in their 
efficient performance. The.men en- 
gaged in it will acquire minute famil- 
jarity with conditions in all the build- 
ings‘in their: respective districts, and 
the force on that account. will be. bet- 
ter equipped to“handle any fires that 
may occur. But the chief merit of 
the plan is, its systematic activity in 
preventing. fires by the discovery and 
remedy of conditions likely to. cause’ 
them or to make them more danger- 
ous or destructive.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Writing for read- 
ers still ‘unborn is 
Spite of something which 
‘ numberless © authors 
His Caution. have done—all the 
dead ones whose books are still alive— 
but few. of them can have thus addressed 
their works with a distinctly conscious 
intention, and probably none of the few 
were able to secure the hearing from 
their contemporaries which is so much 
more profitable in every way. There is 
a peculiar interest, therefore, in the fact 
that Mayor Rocxwett of Akron, Ohio, 
has. been moved to prepare an elaborate 
letter to be read by the person who will 
be his successor in office when the year 
2014 comes around. 

This document contains a full descrip- 
tion of Akron, gives its financial condi- 
tion, tells the names of its officials, and 
explains the various’ municipal problems 
with which they are struggling more or 
less hopefully and successfully. The let- 
ter is to be placed in a safe deposit vault 
under seals to be kept inviolate for the 
full hundred years. 

By whom the annual rent for the’box 
will be paid is not revealed. Perhaps 
the box has been endowed by the Mayor, 
and if not, he should endow it, for no 
bills are settled more grudgingly than 
these, and none seems to come’so ‘often.: 
Hence if he wants it done for a century 
he had better do it himself. 

The Mayor, mindful of present tend- 
encies and future possibilities, has word- 
ed: his letter in such a manner that its 
salutation fits either a man or a woman 
occupant of his chair, but this caution 
was forgotten in addressing the envel- 
ope, for there ‘‘ His Honor’’ appears, 
illustrating again the English language’s 
lack of, and need for, a-posséssive pro- 
noun, found in most other. tongues, 
meaning both “‘ his ’’ and ‘* her.’’ 

But how does. Mayor RockwsLu know 
that Akron will have a Mayor in 20147 
At least one Ohio town has: already abol- 
ished that ancient office and intrusted 
its duties and powers—with a good 
many more added—to a Business Mana- 
ger serving under what is in effect a 
Board of Directors.. This innovation is 
held by many to be full of promise, and 
its general adoption would make dubious 
the right of anybody to open the letter. 
And doesn’t the Mayor feel a little dread 
of the indignant or derisive criticism 
which may be excited a hundred years 
from now by a full exposition of how 
evén the best of our municipalities are 
now governed? We have as yet done 
not much more than realize how ill-de- 
vised were the methods hitherto in use, 
and for some time to come our reforms 
will be largely experimental.

So highly improb- 
able does it seem that 
Mayor MrTcHEt will 
be able to get for Po- 
lice Commissioner the 
man he most wants that further discus- 
sion of the subject, for the present at 
least, must ‘be highly academic. That 
very fact, however, makes it easier and 
pleasanter to raise the question whether 
or not a very important section of our 
City Charter should be repealed, and a 
wholly different one substituted, merely 
to secure the services for a period nec- 
essarily brief of a man whose successor 
would surely be very different from him- 
self.

The object, at least, is commendable, 
and certainly any effort to cut down 
the cost of supplies, repairs, and opera- 
tion will. be welcomed in’ Connecticut | 
and out of it by the automobilists, con- 
stantly and rapidly increasing in num- 
ber as that of good and cheap cars goes 
up, who have to guard their expendi- 
tures sedulously.

TAX ON WOOD ALCOHOL 


Would Check Careless Use of a 
Dangerous Polson. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 





A simple and effective check on the indis- | 


criminate use of wood alcohol, particularly 
in ways that cause death as well. as blind- 
ness_and other bodily injuries, would be to 
Place it under thé rigid supervision of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau of the Federal 
Government, subject to an internal revenue 
tax varying from 2 cents to. 10 cents per 
gallon, according to the degree of refine- 
ment. Wood alcohol only partially refined 
carries in its. obnoxious odor a warning 
against its use except in the crude arts, and 
would. require only the lighter tax, but with 
each increase in refinement the dangers are 
enormously increased and the temptation to 
substitute for grain alcohol and the diffi- 
culty of detection are correspondingly in- 
creased. Completely refined and deodorized 
wood alcohol can only be distinguished from 
pure grain alcohol by expert tests, and 
should be subjected to the maximum tax and 
a supervision as rigid as that governing the 
sale of taxed grain alcohol. 

In addition, the law should provide that 
wood alcohol must be labeled poison, sold in 
distinctive packages plainly marked, the ‘pro- 
hibition in its use clearly defined, anf: its 
illegal use made subject to heavy penalties. 

The dangers in the use of wood alcohol are 
so grave, and death, blindness, ‘and other 
disabilities from its indiscriminate sale so 
numerous, that we must have either the rigid 
supervision recommended herein, or the abso- 
solute prohibition of its use, as recommended 
in a letter to Tow TIMES by the executive 
Secretary of the Committee for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness. 

Denatured alcohol is superior to wood alco- 
hol for use in most of the industries in which 
the latter is now used, and to assist in re- 
ducing the cost of denatured alcohol and én- 
courage its use in’ the industrial processes 
in which wood alcohol is now used are among 
the chief objects of the American. Industrial 
Alcohol Association, now being organized 
under the auspices of the Conference of Pro- 
gressive State Granges.

Towns-Boylan Bill at Albany 


Would Stop the Loopholes in . 


Present Prescription Law. 


‘HABITUES HIT 


MEDICAL 


Revocation of Licenses of Doctors, 
Nurses, Etc., Provided For—Bill 
for Federal Regulation Next.

ALBANY,’ Jan. 25.—The Senate” Com- 
mittee on Public Health has under con- 
sideration a bill to prevent the sale of 
all habit-forming drugs except on pre- 
scription properly filled out by a Pprac- 
ticing physician and by a licensed phar- 
amacist, who shall keep a record of all 
such sales, the record blank to. show. the 
date of the sale, the name and address 
of the physician giving the prescription, 


and the ndme and address of the person 
rescribed for, 

The bill provides also that no prescrip- 
tion shall be filled more than once,. the 
purpose being to hhh illicit dealers 
and addicts from having a single pre- 
scription. refilled over and.over again 
to Obtain’ the drugs for themselves or 
others.or for resale to habitual. users. 
In addition it makés it unlawful for any 
—— to'sell at ‘retail or to furnish io 

—— other than a duly licensed 
physic ian, dentist, or veterinarian a 

ypodermic syringe er a St ong 3 
needie without first receiving gg 
purchaser an official prescription b 
propery filled out. Failure to — 

hese requirements is made pun- 
ishable as a misdemeanor. 

The measure was drawn by Dr. Charles 
B. Towns of New York City, who, with 
pen and voice, has been fighting vigor- 
ously for * to stamp out the vicious 
traffic in om morphine, cocaine, 
heroin, and those drig products of coal 
tar which are classed as ‘‘ hypnotics ”’ 
in all their varied forms, It was intro- 

duced by Senator Boylan, ‘and its pur- 

wat is to stop loopholes in the present 
ws and more rticularly the sale of 
these drugs on fake prescriptions. 

One. of.its remarkable features is, that 
it renders ineligible for the practice of 
his or her profession any, physician, 
registered nurse, veterinarian or phar- 
macist.who is addicted to the use of 
habit-forming drugs. Dr. Towns insists 
that the addict, whether professional or 
layman, has a sympathy for his kind 
which induces him against his better 
judgment and his professional and 
moral obligations to procure and ad- 
minister the drugs to users -who are 
legally restrained or prevented from 
obtaining them for themselves. 

On: this phase of the bill Dr. Towns 
says in a pamphlet which he has sent 
to the members of the Legislature: 


Responsibility Lacking. 


“ Physiciars are permitted by the 
present law, or lack of law, to pre- 
scribe and administer this class of drugs 
as loosely and extravagantly as they 
please, without responsibility as to the 
outcome, There is real necessity for 


the provision in this proposed. legisla- 
tion.-which calls for disbarment from 
medical practice of physicians who are 
addicted’ to drug habits. The drug- 
taking physician is more. dangerous 
than the drug-taking druggist or-drug 
clerk. Drugs may ‘spoik a surgical 
operation; they may induce a’ doctor 
to neglect imperative calls. The med- 
ical. profession itself at present does 
nothing to protect the public against 
the irresponsible doctor. ‘It does not 
disbar him; dees not even censure 
him. . Something must be done which 
will eliminate him.”’ 

In these two paragraphs from the 
bill it is ‘shown’ how Dr.:’Towns pro- 
poses to eliminate these undesirables: 


Any jicense heretofore. issued. to any phy*.-f 


sician, dentist, veterinarian, pharmacist, 
or registered nurse may be revoked by the 
aa og officers or boards having power to 

ssueé licenses to any of the foregoing upon 
proof that the licensee is addicted to the 
use of any habit-forming drugs after giving 
such licensee reasonable notice and op- 

portunity to be heard. . 

Whenever any’ hpysician, dentist, veter- 
inarian, pharmacist, or registered nurse 
is convicted in a court having jurisdiction 
of any of the violations of this article, 
any officer or board having power to issue 
licenses. to any such physician, veterinarian, 
pharmacist, or registered nursé may, after 
giving such licensee reasonable notice and 
opportunity to be heard, revoke the same 

In advocating the passage of the bill, 
Dr. Towns says: 

In this State and most other States 
of the Union. at this time we have very 
stringent .laws regulating the sale of 
habit-forming drugs; but,  notwith- 
standing all these laws, this..dangerous 
traffic has continually increased, until 
it is now greater than it has ever been 
before. Of course, this can mean but 
one thing—that there are loopholes in 
the law. 

“In .certain circumstances a physi- 
cian’s prescription is required »cfore 
these drugs are to be dispensed by’ drug- 
ists; but there is nothing in. these laws 
or any other laws to forbid a layman 
from posing as .a physician, signing a 
false prescription with his own..or any 
fictitious name he may fancy, with 
the magic letters ‘M. D.’ added to it 
or the equally magic letters ‘Dr.’ set 
before it, taking or sending this false 
prescription to any druggist, wholesale 
or: retail, and obtaining through t Ngee | 
process as many habit-forming drugs o 
any nature as he may happen to ——— 


No Registration Required. 

“No penalty is provided by any exist- 
ing law for the man who does this, or 
for the druggist who fills such an order, 
even when knowing the prescription to 
be false. Indeed, the drug trade is 
‘very: largely without regulation, al- 
though over «the prescription counters 


of the drug -stores are dispensed _.ma- 
terials certainly as perilous’ to individ- 
ual and “public welfare as those by 
poe across the bar of the n, 
stration of druggists is —— 


and {even moret..astonishing) no ‘reg- 


istration of importers and manufact- 
urers -of “-habit-forming drugs is‘ de- 
marided by any law now tten — 
any statute book. Thus importation, 
manufacture; and ‘distribution of habit- 
forming drugs are now surrounded by 
fewer real safeguards than are thrown 
about tobacco.
